W e have beeu asked the question, 
“ Do you consider ll w ithiu the prov­ 
ince of the grunge, urn! for the farm ­ 
er's interest eiq** laity. for the national 
sud alate granges aud their legislative 
committee* to either advocate or op 
pone legislation not directly 
for the 
farm er !, interest and not *|»ei ittcalij 
agricultural iii it* purpose or effect?” 
Our reply iu the main would neces­ 
sarily be in the negative for several 
teaaona. 
hi the Oral place, there am 
so many m atters of legislation that we 
are vitally interested In that It seems 
to u* that if we give proper attention 
to those m atters It is all that wa eau 
as an organisation well care for. 
Second.—T here are other Im portant 
organizations, aud we should not de­ 
sire to have or appear to w ish to med­ 
dle w ith all legislative m atters that 
are of no special concern to us as ag­ 
riculturists. 
I here is a lw ays danger of 
the iuteution* and actious o f a power­ 
ful organisation like the grange being 
misunderstood lf its officers or com 
rub tee* are not very conservative and 
guarded in all their actions.
